3. (Previously amended) Method according to claim 1 , wherein said 
specific representation of the track to be considered Is highlighting the 
representation in the first area of the screen associated with the track to be 
considered. 



4. (Currently amended) Method for modifying a play list in an audio 
and/or video apparatus, comprising the steps of : 

- generating video signals defining a screen with a first area displaying a 
representation of at least part of available tracks and a second area displaying at 
least part of the current play list,

- a user interface for receiving a first signal determining a track to be 
considered, wherein the video means are meant to indicate the track to be 
considered by generating video signals defining a specific representation in the 
first area of the screen associated with the track to be considered, 

- control means for removing the track to be considered while represented 
in the first area of the screen, and if several occun-ences of the track to be

8. (Original) Audio and/or video apparatus according to claim 7, wherein 
the user Interface receives the first signal and the second signal from a remote 
control.
